Chapter 3 of the 
report

questions put to the survey committee 
asking how long it would be before 
each district must rebuild or enlarge 
its buildings if the present 8-grade 
school plan carried out in the ward

many inadequacies also were pointed 
out clearly, giving the city something 
to consider in preparing for the edu 
cntionul future of its young people. 


SCORES ARE GOOD

lowing the building score card devel- 
oped by Strayer and Engelhardt 
of 


Columbia university.

ered the most effective system, with 
the best standards. 
Accuracy of the 


survey here is shown by the 
fact 


that the three observers' scores did 
not differ bv more than 4 per cent. 


"In general, "the report says, "the 


scores madp are fa.irly good and the 
riverage for Appleton, 713 compares 
very favorably with such scores as 
»67 for 4!) elementary schools in St.

The language of the decision in the 


case brought by the 
Pennsylvania 


Railroad against the labor board was 
ambiguous and led government law- 
yers in Washington to conclude that 
the transportation act was 
broad 


enough to overcome the obstacles set 
up by Judge Page. 
But when the 


injunction was entered by Judge Page 
all doubt was removed and the labor 
hoard has appealed the <ase and ob- 
tained a hearing in the circuit court 
tor June S. 


The decree itself enjoins the United 


States Labor Board "from assuming 
any authority or taking any action of 
any kind or character under section 
301 of the Transportation act, unlcbs 
and until there has been a joint sub- 
mission of a dispute by the carriers 
and the employes which has been the 
subject matter of conference between 
them."
